| William H. Felton, of Cartersville, has yiéided at last to the inevitable and 
Janswered the universal call. More than a year ago it seemed the summons 
had come and friends all over Georgia prepared for the announcement of 
the end: but of iron mentality, he had also built in body better than 
the reaper knew, and for a time he was the victor. 

So”the death of Mr. Felton was not unexpected: yet the man ane 
his life were such that announcement of it could but produce a shock and 
a sense of Joss and profound regret wherever he was known. 

Francis Bacon said, “Reading maketh a full man, conference a ready 
man, and writing an exact man.” Dr. Felton was all of these and he was 
more—he was intensely human. There was no field which he lacked 
the time, the energy or the inclination to till and develop, if it promised 
to add anything to the comfort, knowledge and well-being of his fellowmen. 
~ In the field of medicine he sought to relieve physical suffering: from 
the pulpit he gave freely and for the joy of giving it, spiritual counsel 
and encouragement; in politics he ministered successfully to the public 
needs; in daily life he was the loving, tender husband, the fond and patient 
father, the sincere and helpful friend. 

In him was developed in marked degree that greatest of Christian vir- 
tues, charity; to which bears testimony the record of his days as minister 
and physician. . 

In politics he strove and fought for the uplift and betterment of 
mankind, the masses, as in other field’ he gave of time and talent to the 
strengthening of the individual. 

Here he had his enemies; to have been without them would have 
argued weakness. But never did they question his rugged honesty and 
his unbounded integrity.

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CATCHING FISH BY MACHINERY. 


A tale vomes out of the west which is calculated to make the members 
of the Homosassa Fishing Club pale about the gills. 

But it is vouched for by no less a reputable newspaper correspondent 
than William E. Curtis, of the Chicago Record-Herald, hence even in de- 
fense of home talent we dare not dispute it. — 

We have heard a great deal about the salmon catch and the salmon 
pack, but at this distance it is practically impossible to acquire anything 
like an intimate knowledge of the details or the process. Fortunately, Mr. 
Curtis tells us. 

Out ‘n the Columbia and other great western salmon rivers, they catetr’ 
the fish with wheels, regular mill wheels, from six to ten feet wide, ten to 
twenty feet in diameter and fitted with blades like a basket. These wheels 
are set in the stream and caused to revqlive by the force of the current. 

The kindly disposed salmon expedites matters by his obliging habit of 
swimming close to shore, pops into the basket, igs carried up to a chute, 
which precipitates him into a tank, where he is strung by the. thousand on a 
stout cord run through bis gills, and then with a float bearing the name of 
the owner, this nice little “string o’ fish” ts started back down stream to 
the cannery. 

It sounds reasonable enough, and one good feature about it is that it 
may be regarded as cumulative evidence in favor of the fish story as a 
general proposition. 

Indeed, salmon catching in the Columbia river may be pointed to in 
future to back up the seemingly incredible reports from Homosassa and 
Chessowhiskey (if we are off on the orthography, there will be, at least, 
no doubt as to where _it is). 

Bat the best is yet, behind. After telling how the Columbia river this 
year produced 30,137,000 pounds of fish valued at $3,319,000, Mr. Curtis 


continues: 


A story is toid and believed that twenty-five or thirty years ago the river 
was so crowded that men actually walked across from bank to bank upon the 
Lacks of the fish. This seems incredible, but anyone who saw the run of salmon 
in Puget Sound this summer would not dispute it. I have heard reliable, serious 
men say that they saw a million fish in one school this summer, which actually 
dammed the water of the river. and so many were brought down to the canneries 
at Bellingham that it was impossible to put them all up. Word was sent out 
around the country that anyone who wanted fish should come to the cannery, 
and a procession of farmers’ wagons drove up day after day and Were loaded 
with the poorer qualities, which were taken home, dressed, salted, pickled, 
smoked and preserved in various other forms for consumption the next win- 
ter. But even this did not @ispose of them all, and the cannery people were 
compelled dally to tow barges full of tainted fish out into the sea and dump 
them where the water is deep.

<Dr. Cluade A._Smith, th? city’s bac- 
terlologist and chemist, stated that 
hundreds of people were dying in At- 
lanta each year from the effects of tu- 
berculosis and that the disease was be- 
ing spread by those who were at- 
tacked.

“where washerwomen had tuberculo- 
sis and vet were handling the clothes

UN HATE INCREASE 


Famous Macon Grocery 
Co. Case in United 
State High Court. 


The famous Macon Grocery Company 
grain case, which has been before the 
interstate commerce commission and 
before various branches of the United 
States court, will come up before 
United States supreme court for a 
final hearing on October 12, béing ad- 
vanced to this date, when the inter- 
state commerce commission joined with 
Attorney W. A. Wimbish, counsel! for 
the shippers, asking that it be done. 

It is recalled that, in the summer 
of 1908 the Atlantic Coast Line et al. 
ave notice of a praeposed advance in 
the rates on grain, hay flour and sim- 
ilar products.of appraximately 2 cents 
a hundred pounds from Ohto and Mis- 
sissippi river to southeastern points. 

Attorney W. A. Wimbish, of the firm 
of Wimbish, Watkins & Ellis, applied 
for a writ of injunction for the Macon 
Grocery Company et al., before Judge 
Speer, at Mount Airy, and secured the 
injunction. Later on this injunction 
was dissolved by the court of arv-eals 
on the ground that the matter was for 
the interstate commerce commission, 
and not the courts. 

Attorney Wimbish carried this mat- 
ter to the supreme court of the United 
States, seeuring bofid from the roads in 
the meanwhile. The interstate com- 
merce commission has had a hearing 
on this question, but, before deciding 
the case. joined with Mr. Wimbish in 
asking the supreme court to pass upon 
the question at an early date, which

One of the largest transactions 


which has taken place in the educa- 


tional line in the south recently is the 
purchase by Dr. H. J. Pearce of the 


half interest of Professor A. W. Van- 


Hoose in Brenau College Conserva- 
tory. For sixteen years Dr. Pearce 
and. Professor VanHoose have been 


associated as associate presidents and 


joint owners of this splendid school 
property. Under this joint ownership 
the college has developed from an ob-. 
scure institution with some _ thirty 
boarders to one of the largest and 
most famous colleges for women in 
the land. The patronage now comes 
from nearly thirty states of the union

The Old Capitol Building Was Erected as an Opera House 
by H. T. Kimball in 1868—He Sold It to State 
in 1869—Was Destroyed by Fire.

It was Atlanta's first 
opera house, the first capitol ‘building 
of the state. and one of the earliest 
large office buildings of the city. 

In 1868, H. I. Kimball, whose name 
is now borne by one of Atlanta’s larg- 
est hotels. erected on the corner named 
a four-story brick building, with the 
main entrance on Forsyth street, be- 
fore the bridge wa s built. Over this 
entrance there was a tower, with a 
clock. 

Mr. Kimball intended to 
building as an opera house, the ground 
floors to be rented out as stores. Then 
feame the temporary removal of the 
capital of the state to Atlanta, and 
Mr. Kimball sold his building to the 
state for a capitol. 

‘In this’ building some of Georgia's 
most noted governors directed the af- 
fairs of state. The governors who 
served while this building was the 
capitol] were: 

R. B.. Bulloch, Benjamin 
James M. Smith, Alfred H. 
Alexander H. Stephens, James A. Boyn- 
tton and Henry McDaniel. 

The convention that nominated John 
B. Gordon for governor was held in 
the hall of representatives in the old 
capitol. This hall had originallv been 
intended as the theater. 

The old building@®rang with much 
oratory, and its halls echoed with 
many speeches by some of Georgia's 
greatest orators. 

While. Atlanta 
capital of the state from 1868, the 
election to permanently remove the 
state offices from Milledgeville to At- 
lanta was not held until December 5, 
1877. The majority in favor of Atlanta 
was 43,946. 

When the new capitol was 
pleted in 1885, the state’sold at pub- 
lic outery the building at the corner 
of Marietta and Forsyth streets, and 
the purchasers were Venable Bros. The 
building was remodeled and made into 
an office building. 

A few years later it was destroyed 
by fire. On the site a temporary 
structure Was erected, during the 1905 
exposition, and it was known. as:the 
Trocadero, a sort of theater where 
vaudeyille. performances were given. 
This Venable Bros. sold the lot, and on

This house was erected in 1870. 

The old state capitol was not a very 
handsome building, as fine buildings 
go these days; byt in 1868 it was re- 
Sarded as a very grand affair. It pass- 
ed through the stormy days of the re- 
construction, and witnessed within its 
walls the strenuous time when Geor- 
gia was struggling to get free from 
the clutches of the carpetbaggers. 

It went, as many other old-time At- 
lanta buildings went, by fire.

Some may think I give undue promi- 
mence to the serious results that I be-

The bottom currents on seas and 
oceans, such as those which possibly 
bring amber to our shores, are strang®¢- 
ly disposed. The seigneur of Sarg selte 
fifty years ago was shipwrecked in his 
yacht near tne island of Guernsey. He 
lost, among other things, a well fas- 
tened, strongly made chest containing 
silver plate. It was found a year later 
in deep water off the coast of Norway 
and restored to him. 

In the really deep sea over a thou- 
sand fathoms down there are well 
marked broad currents which may be 
described as rivers of very cold water 
(only 4 degrees or so above freezing 
point). They flow along the deep sé 
bottom and are sharply marked off 
from the warmer weters above and to 
the side. Their inhabitants are dlffer- 
ent fro mthose of the warmer water. 
They are due to the melting of the 
polar ice, the cold water so formed ' 
sinking at once, owing to its greater 
density below the warmer water of 
the euvrface currents.

Hudson, who melted from view 300 
years ago into those Arctic mists from 
which two American discovers have 
but lately returned, walked his quar- 
ter-deck again today and in sea boots 
end plumed hat, surveyed the changes 
aloft and ashore that make his second 
visit to these shores scarcely less 
memorable than his first. 

With New York harbor and Man- 
hattan island for a stage, the play

The Two Adventurers. 

Hudson was an English edventurer 
outfitted from Dutch funds and mas- 
ter of a mixed crew, England and 
Holland are today, after America, the 
nations sharing most prominently in 
the celebration, although twenty-one 
in all have sent their envoys and five 
others their ships of war.

Moulins, France, September 25.— 
While passing over the national road 
which leads from Paris to Antibes, 
and when at a height of between 5060 
and 600 feet, the French dirigible mil-— 
itary balloon Republique exploded 
this morning and fell to the ground. 
The four men on board were killed. 
They were Captain Marchal. Lieuten- 
ant Phaure and Sub-Lieutenants Vice- 
not and Reux. 

It was the intention of Captain 
Marchal, who was in charge of the 
airship, to stop at Nevers, and an au- 
tomobile containing mechanicians was 
following the balloon. It was almost 
directly beneath it when the accident 
occurred. 

Car Fell Straight Down. 

The car fell straight down, ‘carrying 
the fluttering remnants of the envel- 
ope, and the occupants were buried 
beneath the wreckage. 

All were dead except Lieutenant 
Phaure, but he lived only a few min- 
utes after being removed. The bodies 
were transported to the Chateau d’Av- 
rilly, the property of the Marquis de 
Chavannes. 

Lieutenant Tixier, who was in com- 
mand of the automobile, says that the 
balloon suddenly burst and collapsegl. 
It seemed to oscillate violently a mo- 
mert prior to this as though it had’ 


‘been struck, and it fell with the rap- 


idity of a stone. When he reached 
the wreck, the car was completely 
covered with the envelope and not a 
sound came from beneath. With the 
aid of the Marquis de Chavannes and 
peasants who hurried from the sur- 
rounding fields, the envelope was re- 
moved. 
Spectacle Was Appalling. 

The spectacle was appalling. The 
had been literally crushed, and 
amid the mass of tangled steel ana 
wire every man except Phaure could 
be seen at his post. Captain Marchal 
was in a sitting posture, his body 
thrown back and his eyes wide open. 
The body of the sub-lieutenants lay 
mangled beneath the cylinder of the 
motor. Phaure’s body was lying half 
outside, as if possibly he had tried to 
jump during the descent. Apparently 
the death in the case of the three men 
had been instantaneous from ithe 
shock when the struck the earth and 
the weight of the heavy rigging above 
Captain Marchal’s skull was crushed. 

An examination of the airship dis- 
closed the cause of the accident. The 
axle of the right propeller had broken 
and the propeller had passed through 
the envelope, falling in a field about 
150 yards away.

In a decision handed down yesterday 
in the case of the Southern Railway 
v. Melton, from Dodge superior court. 
the supreme court, upon questions cer- 
tified to it from the state court of @p- 
peals, upheld the constitutionality of 
the raiJroad commission's rule, framed 
in accordance with the terms of the 
Steed act wf 1905, requiring the pay- 
ment of reciprocal demurrage by rail- 
companies upon their failure, to 
supply shippers with cars for the 
transportation of their products after 
due notice has been given. 

From the standpoint of transporta) 
tion service, this one of the most 
important and far-reaching decistons 
which has recently come from the su- 
preme court. 

The effect of it will be, when applied, 
to require the railroad company to fur- 
nish to a shipper who gives due no- 
tice a car or cars for the transporta-

Federal Government Has 
‘Given Large Sums. 


Last Nineteen Years 
$1,074,150.28 Subscribed by 
the United States---The State | 
Gives $426,754.87 for Same. 
Period. 


In the last nineteeu years. since 1890, 
the United States government has 
given to the national guard of Geor- 
xia in military supplies and equipment | 
and in the expenses of military en- 
campments a total of $1,074,150.28, 
while the state has appropriated to its 
military forces during the same period. 
$426,754.87, according to a statement 
prepared by Quartermaster General W. 
G. Obear, at the request of Governor 
Brown. 

From a cemparatively smal! begin- 
ning, the assistance rendered the state 
troops by the general government has 
increased from’ year to year, until it 
has grown from $11,213.96 in 4890, to 
the magnificent sum of $204,729 in 1908. 

From 1890 through 1900 fed€ral ap- 
the Georgia tgoops, 
chiefiy in the shape of military sup- 
piies and equipment, stood at practi- 
cally the same figure with the single 
exception that in 1897 there was an 
extra appropriation under which the 
troops were furnished with 1,138 rifies 
of 45 caliber, valued at $17,070. 

In 1901 these federal appropriations 


begun to bound upward, the amount 
given Georgia for that year being 
$27,614.37, or twe and a half times» 
what it Wad previously been. 

In 1903 the amount went up to $1690,- 
572, but that included in addition to 
the regular appropriation, $78,786.54 
worth of Krag-Jorgensen rifles. and 


$55,228.74 worth of extra equipment.

Violent Electrical Earth} 


r Currents Felt. 


| Service Over Country Disturb- 


ed by Phenomenon Which Is 
Believed to Be Produced by 
Electrical Emanations From 
the Sun. — : | 


“New York, Seftember 25.—Gripped 
by the mysterious “aurora,” telegraph 
wires 
were paralyzed today. From 
morning until night, communication 
was erratic and at times cut off en- 
tirely between certain points. 

Old telegraph operators called it the 
“aurora,” for brilliant northern lights 
usually follow such an electrical phe- 
nomenon, but instead of watching for 
the display, they bent thefr mind and 
ehergies to untangling the snarl and 
adjusting their instruments. 

The First Break. 

The first break came shortly before 
7 a. m.. eastern standard time, or noon 
at Greenwich, and for the next five 
hours, telegraph wire chiefs from Bos- 
ton to Chicago wrestled with the 
strange force. 

That the @isturbance was world- 
wide was shown by European 4is- 
patches which told of similar trouble 
of lines.on the c6ntinent, as well as 
on the submarine cables. 

The crest of the wave in the eastern 
part of the country seems to have 
been reached shortly before noon, and 
after that the wires began to act more 
rationally. 

Still, there were frequent throbs 
during the late afternoon and eve- 
ning. 

Because similar disturbances have 
| been noticed during the maximum spot 
‘period, which was reached about a 
| year ago, some astronomers have con- 
jectured that these so-calleq storms 
originated in the center of life of the 
solar system, the glectro-magnetic 
waves being simply pulsationg from 
some mightier disturbances on _ the 
sun. 


Violent Earth Currents. 

Chicago, September 25.—Violent elec- 
trical earth currents believed to ema- 
nate from the rupora borealis today 
disturbed the telegraph service over 
the entire country and for a-timé’still- 
ed the ticking of the Morse instru- 
ments in the offices of the great tele- 
graph companies. 

The drift of the currents noticeable 
in cities from San Francisco to New 
York was apparently “to the east. 

The south was affected as well as 
the north. 

The currents were first felt in the 
northern portion of the United States 
about 5 o'clock this morning and in- 
creased in intensity for two hpurs, 
reaching the heaviest wave at 7:10 
a m., when all the telegraph activities 
were at a standstill. The force of the 
disturbing currents was so great that 
fuses were blown out and resistance 
lamps lighted up brilliantly. Then the 
currents began to subside and inter- 
mittent service.wags resumed. The 
“northern lights,” as the aurora borealis 
is usually called, are invisible through 
the day, but should be visible tonight 
in this vicinity. 

New York Digturbed by Phenomenon. 

New York, September 25.—For near- 
ly three hours today the telegrapn, tel- 
! ephone and cable service of the eastern 
portion of the United States was in- 
terrupted by a severe electrical storm 
which generally accompanied a dis- 
play of the aurora borealis. The phe- 
nomenon is believed to be produced .by 
electrical emanations from the sun 
passing through the earth’s atmos- 
phere. » 

During the height of the disturbance 
the measuring instruments in the tele-

the land wires. 

The disturbance continued intermit- 
tently throughout the day. The, prin-

Louisv » Ky., September 25.—The 
electrical disturbance was felt in 
Loulsville, both telegraph companies 
experiencing the gréatest trouble be- 
tween 1 and 2 o'clock this afternoon. 
The frouble extended from St. Paul to 
Texas, delaying business in the ma- 
jority of cities within those towns, as 
well as in.nearly every city. 

A noticeable feature of todav’s dis- 
turbance is the fact that this phe- 
nomenon rarely occurs after sunrise. 
Although its occurrence is not infre- 
quent, it generally happens at night. 

Used Earth’s Electricity. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, September 26.—In 
Cincinnati the earth currents reached 
a maximum of 105 volts. 

At the Western Union office the bat- 
teries were shut off and a single wire 
between here and St. Louis was work- 
ed by the power of the earth electric- 
ity. The wire worked as long as the 
earth current lasted steadily, but the 
experiment proved not to be feasible 
for general work. 

Texas Wires Cut O@. 

* Fort Worth, Texas. September 25.— 
Both the Western: Union and Postal 
telegraph companies today report all 
their wires over the state out of com- 
mission for long periods of time, dye, 
it is believed, ta the effect of the au- 
rora borealis rendering the wires use- 
less.

State Trying to Collect Big 
Sum From Georgia Railroad.

There is approximately $11,000,000 of 
in Georgia upon 
which the state is trying to collect 
taxes, and the right todo which is be- 
ing’ disputed by the owners in the 
courte. 

Included in this property are some 
valuable franchises and some railroad 
property which the owners hold to be 
exempt from taxation under its char- 
ter. 

The most extensive property upon 
which the state is seeking to collect 
taxes is the Georgia railroad, which 
has enjoyed, whether legally or: not, a 
charter exemption from taxation with‘: 
the exception of one-half of one per 
cent upon its annual net inoome. 

Although the state originally ad- 
mitted that this exemption was good 
up to the sum of $4,000,000, it now 
makes the contention that the Georgia 
railroad is entitled to exemption only 
upon the first $1,000,000 which went in- 
to the property, that being the amount 
named in the original charter. The 
state is contending -that subsequent 
amendments to the ¢harter which pro- 
vided for increase in the capital stock 
and additional construction, did not 
carry with them the exemption granted 
in the original charter. ‘ 

Georgia Road Valued at $6,000,000. 

The Georgia railroad is valued in its 
return ag¢ about $6,750,000, and the 
Staté is therefore seeking to demand 
taxes on $5,750,000 of that valuation. 
in addition to which: it demands taxes 
the road's franchise, which has 
never been assessed 6wing to injunc- 
tion proceedings, but which upon the 
basis of other franchise valuations 
ine state, might be put at 
appfoximately $2,000,000.

It 
will be recalled that after years of 
litigation the Georgia railroad finally 
admitted its liability to taxes on this 
stock, and paid in state, county and 
city taxes a total of nearly a quarter 
Of a million dollars. 

Then the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company transferred this 
stock to the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company, one of its lessees, 
and a non-resident of the state. But 
the state contends that this transfer 
was made solely for the purpose of 
avoiding taxes, and for that purpose 
is void. If the stock was sold out- 
right, then the state claims taxes upon 
the proceeds from it. 

Georgia Owns Part of A. & W. P. 

Again he Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company also owns $388,000 
of the Atlanta and West Point ra!)- 
road debentures, for taxes upon which 
a suit is also pending in the United 
States court. These, too, have been 
transferred to the lessee company for 
the purpose, according to the state’s 
claim, of avoiding taxes. 

This makés a total of $9,638,000 upon 
which the state is demanding taxes 
from the Georgia railroad, and there 
are three separate suits pending in 
this connection in the United States 
court. 

Closely allied to the foregoing is the 
state’s claim for taxes upon the new 
Atlanta terminals of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, erecteé %n Georgia 
railroad property, a 1act.6n which is 
based a claim to exemption. It its said 
these terminals cost approximately 
$1,000,000, but they have been assessed 
for taxation at only $325,000. This 
case is also pending in the United 
States court,-but is not being pressed 
just now because of the other case in 
which the Georgia railroad’s claim to 
total exemption is being attacked. It 
is stated that the outcome of this lat- 
ter case will largely determine the 
right of the state to tax the Louisville 
and Nashville terminals. 

Western Union Claims Exemption. 

Finally there is at issue the right 
of the state to tax the franchise of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
which claims it has no taxable fran- 
chise in the state because its polea 
and wires are set up and strung on 
railroad rights of way and under the 
franchise enjoyed by the railroad com- 
panies. 

The Western Union franchise was 
assessed in 1907 at $950,000 and in 
1908 at $500,000, but the company is 
fighting payment of taxes largely on 
the ground stated, and the case will 
come up for argument in the United 
Etates circuit court of appeals early 
in October. ; 

This makes a total of nearly $11,- 
000,000 of corporate property upon 
which the state is claiming taxation 
and which is the subject of determined 
dispute. Some of this litigation has 
been pending in the courts now for 
about five years; all of it is more than 
two years old. But it does not seem 
possible to push it with any . more 
speed or expedition. In practically 
every instance back taxes for several 
years are involved, and will have to 
be paia if the state wins the cases.

DON’T ACCEPT 


President Charles A. Wickersham, of 
of the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road, has submitted to the railroad 
commission a new form of passenger 
ticket, in wich an apparently com- 
plete and effective checking system is 
embodied. with the inquiry as to 
whether its use will involve a fair 
and reasonable regulation. 

It is known as the Travis safety 
ticket, and was devised and patented 
by’ O. 8S. Travis, a Georgia railroad 
man, who has had long experience in 
the matter of handling tickets. 

The new feature of this ticket is a 
passenger’s stub, accompanying each 
ticket. which the passenger is required 
to halid, and to be able to produce 
upon the request of an authorized au- 
ditor at any time during the trin. 

The question involved is whether it 
would be a reasonable regulation to 
require the passenger to hold this 
stub and produce it on demand, or, 
upon fallure to do so, be required to 
pay his fare or get off the train. 

It is this question upon which the 
railroad commission is asked to pass, 
and the commission has referred it 
‘oO a committee consisting of Commi>- 
sioners C. M. Candler and Joseph F. 
Gray for investigation and report. 

How Plan Will Work. 

The Travis ticket is primted in the 
form now largely used on railroads 
in the south and east for local travel. 
Upon it appear the names of al) the 
stations on the line on which it is sold, 
and it is torn from the stub by means 
of a pointed steel strip which leaves 
an indentation exactly opposite the 
station of destination. 

Attached to this ticket is the pas- 
sener’s stub, dated and torn in iden- 
tical manner with the ticket. The con- 
ductor takes up the ticket and the 
passenger retains the stub, subject to 
the call of an auditor who may ap- 
pear upon the train at any point, un- 
til he reaches his destination. 

It is urged that the Travis ticket 
constitutes an absolute checking sys- 
tem. by which the auditor may check 
the train at any time and at any 
point, and one auditor may check half 
a dozen trains, or more, in a single 
day. 

The system, of course, contemplates 
the retention by the passenger of a 
cash fare stub where the fare is 
patd on the train, and the exhibition 
to the auditor of a coupon ticket or 
a pass, wherever these are used. 

Each passenger on the train would 
thus have in his possession absolute 
evidence of the fact that, in one ‘shape 
or another, he has paid his full fare. 
which would enable the auditor to 
check the train within a few minutes 
after having boarded it. 

If the passenger retained hi« stub 
or ticket receipt in a slit made in the 


} 


conductor's hat check, and in plain 
view, the process would be made com- 
paratively easy. 

It is also urged in favor of the pro- 
posed system that, with it in opera- 
tion, it will be impossible for an em- 
ployee of the railroad company to de- 
fraud it, should he be so inclined, ex- 
cept by collusion between four  per- 
sons—the ticket agent, the conductor, 
the auditor and the passenger. 

The one question involved seems to 
be whether it will be a reasonable 
regulation to permit the railroad com- 
pany to require the passenger to re- 
tain the stub, or, upon failure to pro- 
duce it on demand of the auditor, to be 
put off the train. 

Net Heatiug Law Sulte. 

Of course, no railroad company is 
going to introduce a system, even for 
its own absolute protection, if its en- 
forcement is Iikely in any manner to 
involve a multiplicity of damage sults 
for putting passengers off a train 
when they had already surrendered 
their tickets. 

But, 
made, and the passenger forced to 
keep the stub for exhibition to the 
auditor when it is called for, the sys- 
tem would scarcely work with satis- 
faction. 

It is this question upon which the 
railroad commission is asked to pass, 
and its de@ision will be aweited with 
no small interest. 

If it should be generally held by 
railroad commissions that the regula- 
tion is reasonable, it is not unlikely 
that the proposed new ticket system 
may be generally adopted. 

Some passengers might objec’ it ts 
said, to the requirement that they 
shall retain these checks, in answer to 
which It is pointéd out that the same 
requirement is now made in the case 
of baggage, to redeem which the 
proper check must be kept and pre- 
sented to the baggage agent at desti- 
nation. 

The chances are the passenger, if 
he knew the loss of a check meant to 
pay a second fare or get off the train, 
would freeze on to it lke grim death, 
and they would seldom, if ever, be 
lost.

“For a pecan orchard from the very 
start requires thorough cultivation. No 
mulch method, nor Stringfellow way 
works here. I have more than a 
thousand trees, the majority of which 
are now twenty-five years old, and I 
have to keep up the cultivation still. 
By long experience, I have found out 
that the best attention to give a pe- 
can orchard is to sow it down in 
Lespedeza striata, to mow the Lespe- 
deza in September; then to disk the 
land well after the hay it cut with a 
cuttaway harrow. There will be enough 
seed left on the land to give a good 
Stand for next year. and this atten- 
tion keeps the orchard in good shape. 
Where you give the grove no cultiva- 
tion the trees soon stop growing and 


many of the nuts being ready to eat of big pecans will be less than it ig‘! begin to die at the top. As to the 


out of the shell whole. After testing 
nearly all varieties, I find only fous 
that fill the bill. They are: 
Stuart, Van Deman, Moneymaker and 
Pabst. Of these, Pabst, taking «all 
things into cons!deration, is by far the 
best. It is the open pecan; after long 
trial, that I find to be without a fault. 
And if I am not greatly mistaken, it 
is destined to be the one great com- 
mercial pecan just as the Elberta 
Stands among peaches, the Concord 
among grapes, and the Bartiett among 
pears. It does even better upon the 
Sandy lands of the gulf coast than it 
does on the rich river bottom lands. If 
you wish to be certain to get the best 
all round pecan then plant Pabst. Yet 
I wish to say right here that the Suc- 
cess, the Schley, the Taylor, . the 
President, and the Clairmont are all 
promising varieties, but it takes many 
long years before we can place a pe- 
can in the top list. 

“While on this subject of varieties [ 
wish to depreciate the tendency of 
Planting pecans simply because 
are very large. This tendency has 
done more to injure the pecan industry 
than anything else. For the very large 
pecans, like the Columbian. the Cen- 
tential and the Nelson, are almost with- 
out flavor, and ff a man. buys them 
once and tries to eat them he will not 


they | 


more satisfactory in every way. The 
public is rapidly finding this out. 

“Some tree dealers who are thinking 
more about their own pockets than 
their customer's good, are advocating 
planting pecan trees 20. feet apart. 
Planted teus you gét nothing but poles 
and leaves. Fifty feet apart is the 
nearest they should be planted even on 
poor land. Of course, fillers can be 
used, just as with other fruits and 
nuts, to be cut out in the end when 
the trees get big. I have trees plant- 
ed 32 years ago ninety feet apart 
that are now lapping. The richness 
of the land will decide very largely 
the distance of the trees, but do not 
plant too closely. 

“TI am asked a thousand times a year 
how much a pecan orchard will bear in 
five years, in ten years and in fifteen 
years. This is a question that no hon- 
ést man can answer. It is a question 
that an honest man had bettér not try 
to answer. All he can honestiv say is 
that, if the orchard is well taken care 
of, in ten years’ time it will be a very 
valuable possession. Just how much it 
will yield, nobody knows but God, and 
He will not tell. I think He is wise in 
not answering questions. A pecan grove 
is like a baby, it will never do what it 
is expected ta do. 

“IT must caution aH parties who ex- 
pect to plant a pecan orchard of the 
necessity of keeping fire from among 
the trees, and from putting them !- iIn- 
closures where stock are allowed to 
run, as many fine groves have gone to 
ruin along these roads. 

“If we could once get rid of the ter. 
rible amount of exaggeration that has 
centered around pecan-growing. it 
would be a most notable and thrifty 
calling. Mr. Luther Burbanks has late- 
ly written me that he considers the fine 
varieties of pecans the best nuts in the 
world today. They are certainly better 
than the wonderberry for eating vur- 
neres, Other wWise men besides Bur- 
banks have come to the same conclu- 
sion. The love of these fine “eca: 
over the United States is ver grea* 
and is growing rapidly. No one knows 
better than the.writer how very larre 
the demand is for these better grades 
of pecans. In fact, the demand is the 
only point about pecans that has-not 


three years ago the writer of this was 
the most total nervous wreck in the 
United States—the most miserable man 
alive. Bv living upeuu a fruit and nut 
diet and staying out in the open aftr. 
he has become one of the healthiest and 
happiest mén in the world. This nut 
and fruit diet is the grandest thing in 
existence. Like blind Bartimeus, I 
know. And millions of other men are 
finding it out. The doctors all over Lu- 
rope are announcing the fact in no 
uncertain terms. This is the diet that 
was prescribed the first pair when they 
were placed in the Garden of Eden, 
and it is oulte possible for anyone : 
now to enter a new and a higher gar- 
den of Eden who has the nerve to do 
so. The law is laid down in the first 
chapter of Genesis. All that is needed 
is to get back into the garden is to fol- 
low the law. 

“And, if all this be true, and it most 
certainly is, then you begin to susnect 
what a very important thing it is to 
grow pecans, and how very much these 
pecans will be needed bv the children 
of men. Did you éver eat a pecan that 
was fresh from the tree and dried in 
the sun when vou were a little child? 
Then you remember a taste—an aroma 
that was fit for the gods.

Berlin, September 25.—All scientific 

Germany is engaged in discussine the 
wonderful invention by which Privy 
CounciNor Cranz has succeéded in 
solving the problem of photographine 
natural and mechanical processes a 
thousand-fold too rapid for preception 
by the human eye. Privy Councillor 
Cranz, who is a professor at the fa- 
mous Military Technical High 
of Charlottenburg, and a well-known 
expert in ballistics, had long been per- 
plexed by certain rnroblems of the 
flight and action of projectiles, the 
clearing up of which was necessary 
before perfectly efficient firearms 
could be produced. Prolonged experi- 
ment led to the invention of the “bal- 
listic kinematograph,’’ an entirely new 
machine, the marvels of which are ex- 
hibited this year for thé first time at 
the international photograph exhibi- 
tion at Dresden. 

By means of the 
tograph, Professor Cranz is able to 
take absolutely clear single photo- 
graphs in silhouette in the almost in- 
conceivably short space of:time of the 
one-ten-millionth of a second. The mo- 
tion of the fastest bullet, the fastest 
moving machinery, or the _ fastest 
movements of Nature can thus be 
clearly recorded for purposes of studv 
The mechanism of Professor Cranz’s 
apparatus works so speedily that, al- 
lowing for the working of the shutter 
and shifting of the films. no less than 
five thousand separate and distinct pic- 
tures are taken in a single second. 
New Application of Electric Spark. 

By a new apvlication of the electric 
spark, the details of which are at pres- 
ent a secret, the ordinary kinemato- 
graph, which gives at most some fiftv 
pictures a second, is transformed into 
a miraculously delicate instrument 
enables the scientific man to study at 
leisure such mysterious processes as 
the breaking up of. targets by projec- 
tiles. the flight of insects whose wir’s 
vibrate invisibly and hundreds of other 
artificial and natural phenomena which 
have hitherto been mysteries to the 
keenest eyes and brains. 

The ordinary kinematograph is use- 
less for such purposes. It works too 
slowly. In the ffitieth part of a sec- 
ond, which is the shortest time it needs 
for a single picture, a rifle bullet will 
have covered some hundred §$ feet, 
wheel will have made several complete 
revolutions. But a photograrnh taken 
in the ten-millionth part of a second 
gives an abSolutely clear outline of the 
swiftest phenomena known. On the 
films of the ballistic kinematograph, 
the bullet with the greatest attainable 
velocity taken in the ten-millionth 
fraction of a second appears not only 
with clearly defined horizontal, but 
with equally clearly defined vertical 
‘outlines. The ordinary photorrcaphic 
camera would not yield a single pic- 
ture during the time which is re- 
quired for a projectile to splinter a 
bone or tear through a target. The 
ballistic kinematograph gives dozens 
of pictures, so that the whole process, 
which is in reality very complicated 
and comprised of different stages, fs 
visible in every detail. 

One of the first purposes to which 
the ballistic kinematograph was ap- 
plied was the study of the effect of 
proiectiles on human bones. Before 
Professor Cransz's invention, practically 
nothing was known of this bevond the 
obvious fact that a bullet on striking 
a bone either penetrates it, making a 
fairly regular hole. or splinters it to 
such an extent that it is broken 
through. The ballistic kinematograph 
for the first time yielded a series of 
pictures showing every stage of the 
process. About sixty pictures, taken 
altogether in about the hundredth 
fraction of a second, are needed to 
show what takes place from the firing 
of the bullet to the olearing away of 
the smoke. In the first eight the bone 
is seen simply hanging free. In the 
ninth the bullet begins to impinge on 
the film. but, despite the incredible 
velocity with which-+it moves, fivé 
clearly outlined silhouettes are taken 
before it strikes the bone. 

Showing Every Detail. 

From that state onward—until the 
bone is so splintered that it is broken 
in two—pictures are taken showing 
every detail. On striking the bone it 
fig seen that the first thing done by 
the bullet is to raise a tiny cloud of 
bonedust on the side first struck. On the 
next picture, one five-thousandth part 
of a second later, the bullet has passed 
through the bone, carrying with it the 
efoud of dust: but it would seem that 
merely a hole has been driven through

After this the smoke from the rifle 
partly obscures the process; and when 
the smoke thins, the bone is seen to be 
completely broken in two and the big 
splinters formed, though fiving away 
at enormous speed, seem stationary 
and hanging to the bone like rags. How 
rapid is the action of the apparatus 


may be judged by following the posi- | 


tion of a single splinter on twenty or 
thirty successive films. «The splinter 
is really tearing swiftly through the 
air in a little tempest of gas and whirl- 
ing. fragments, yet .on the films it 
seems hardly to have changed place 
at all. 
Clears Up Mystery. 

The ballistic kinematograph clears 

up one of the obscurest mysteries which 


have puzzled military surgeons and re- | 


formers in the domain of warfare. The 
theory that a bullet fired at great ve- 
locity makes the. eleanest wound has, 
in recent wars, been shown not to be 
true, or to be true only under certain 
conditions. 
bullet strikes a blood vessel, the more 


rapid its velocity the worse the wound. | 


An explosive effect is produced. The 
theory is that the impact of the projec- 
tile sends the blood flying on all sides 
at tremendous speed, and that this 
makes a big and iaggeed hole, whereas 
a slowly moving bullet makes a clean 
and comparatively trifling wound. The 
ballistic kinematograph shows. that 
this-is true.

The powder used in one case 
was supposed to be particularly effi- 
cient, and to yield perfect combustion, 
but when examined in the films of the 
ballistic kinematograph, it was shown 
that unburnt grains of powder of con- 
siderable size were ejected with the 
cartridge case. 

At the present time the _ pictures 
taken by the ballistic kinematograph 
are all-in silhouette. But for the par- 
ticular purposes for which it is in- 
tended this is no drawback.

Unearthed a Pagoda.

The lettering is so 
corroded that the finders as vet have 
made out little beyond the name of 
the Emperor’*Kanishka and the Greek 
craftsman, Agesilaos, head engineer of 
the pagoda.

Daring ' Photographers Take 
Pictures of Lake of Lava 


and _Fire. 


Honolulu, September 25.—L. M. Hale, 
J. Reynolds and Ernest Moses, a pho- 
tographer, descended today into the 
pit of the crater of Mount Kalauea, 4 
half hour on the edge of a boiling 
lake of lava and fire. This is the first 
time this feat has been accomplished. 

Members of the party ventured al- 
most to the rim of the seething lake, 
and attempted to take photographs. 
The heat was intense, and at times 
the adventurers walked over partially 
melted area. 

Kalauea is one of the largest cctive 
volcanoes in the world. Its altitude Is 
4.400 feet, and the circumference of 
its crater is about nine miles, with a 
depth varying from 700 to 1,100 feet, 
depending upon the level of the molten 
lava. Violent eruptions occurred in 
1797, 1840 and 1866.

KICK ON HIGH TAX RATE. 
Baker County Suffering From 


Failure of Contracting Co. 


Albany, Ga., September | 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-The property ownérs of Baker 
county haye received notice that they 
will be uss8essed $25 on each $1,000 of 
property this year, and are protesting 
vigorously, but in vain. To the state 
rate the county commissioners have 
added a full 2 per cent, making the 
total one of the heaviest rates to be 
paid in any county of the state. 

The high rate in Baker is the in- 
évitable result of that county’s un- 
happy experience when a new court- 
house was built several years ago. 
The proceeds of a $30,060 issue of 
courthouse bonds were lost when the 
contractor, who had taken the bonds 
to ‘sell for the county commissioners, 
was forced into bankruptcy. The old 
courthouse had been torn down and 
the new one started, so nothing re- 
mained but for the taxpayers to dig 
down into their pockets and pay, with 
extra taxes levied during a pertod of 
three or four years, the bill should 
have been met with the proceeds of the 
bonds. The latter will evéntually have 
to be paid, in all probability, as they 
have passed into the hands of in- 
nocent parties,

London, September 25.—I¢ the new 
Plan which is being worked out by a 
number of public men in London to 
put the administration of charity on a 
business footing succeeds, the occupa- 
tion of the professiona!} poor man and 
woman who have made a gOod living 
by drawing contributions at the same 
time from half a dozen or more organ- 
izations for the relief of distress will 
s00n be gone. 

From time to time one hears of the 
wealthy beggar who lives in con) para. 
tive luxury in a neat suburban house 
and sends his children {0 a g00d school 
On the proceeds of his “Industry.” This 
can Only be done, of course, by draw- 
ing contributions from many sources, 
A lot of money is spent tn charity 
evéry year in the greatest city in the 
world, but @ven in London there is no 
One charity that will enable its bene- 
ficiaries to live in better Style than 
most of its contributors. 

A few days ago a well-dressed and: 
well-groomed man of middle age was 
charged at one of the London police 
courts with begging. An officer of the 
Mendicity Society tolq an amazing 
story. He said that the man had been 
known to the society for years, but 
until thig time the officers had never 
been able to get any evidence against 
him. It turned out that the man "ved 
in @ first-class villa in one of the Lon- 
don suburbs. His neighbors there 
thought he was “something in the 
city,” and he went up to town every 
morning and returned every evening 
in a first-class railway carriage. 

He had an office in one of the great 
bulldings in the city. where he changed 
every morning from his good clothes 
intO an outfit of filthy rags, avoiding 
detection by always entering and leav- 
ing the building by different doors. 
Thug attired. he went tO the West End 
shopping district. and there plied his 
trade as a beggar during the hours 
when the streets wefe full of women. 
When the shops closed, he went back 
tO the city, changed again and took the 
train home. In addition to his receipts 
from street begging, he also received 
half a dozen regular weekly contribu- 
tions from organized charities.

He has 
reckoned up from the printed reports 
of the organizéd charitiés operating In 
the London area that $50.000,.000 a 
year is spent by them, and he esti- 
mates that another $25,000,000 Is spent 
by individuals in promiscuous giving. 
In addition to this huge sum, $25,000,- 
000 is spent from the taxes on Infirm- 
aries and other activities which must 
be classed as charitable, making the 
énormous total of $100.000.000 spent 
every year in London for the rellef of 
distress. 

In spite of all this, there Is constant 
demand for more, and most of the 
London hospitals are constantly in 
difficulties for money. Some of the 
largest have been forced to close 
wards. and one last year actually was 
taken possession of by the balliffs to 
satisfy a debt. The new association 
does not propose, however, to dispenre 
any charity. It believes that. with 
proper organization and the elimina- 
tion of fraud. there is ample money to 
relléve all the legitimate distress In 
London. and what it proposes to do is 
to supply the coordination needed. 

Branchés with voluntary workers 
are to be established in each of the 
London boroughs, and a register is to 
be made as far as possible Of all the 
recipients of charity. The names will 
he sent to a central office. and tabu- 
lated and compared, and it Is hoped 
that in this way the persons who are 
obtaining contributions. from more 
than one source will 6é detected.

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PRICE OF COTTON 


BY FIERCE TROPICAL STORM 


By Charies A. Dancy. 

New Orleans, September 25-—(Spe- 
¢ial.)—Developments of a sensational 
and far-reaching character have taken 
place in the eotton market this week. 
On Monday, the worst tropical sterm 
experienced in the cotton belt since 
that of September 27-28, 1906, which 
caused an advance of over 2 cents a 
pound in cotton contracts, passed in- 
land over this city, leaving destruction 
and desolation in its wake. The dam- 
age to the cotton crop in nearly all 
sections of Louisiana and of Missis- 
sippi has been heavy, it being con- 
servatively estimated that, as a result 
of the storm, which was of the hur- 
ricane type, the yield in these two 
states and-in some portions of Arkan- 
sas and of Tennessee, where the blow 
was also felt, has been decreased at 
least 250,000 bales. In addition to 
blowing the locks of cotton out of the 
bolls, the torrential rains that accom- 
panied the storm beat the cotton into 
the ground. so that little, if any, of 
ft can be picked off the ground. 

Real Advance in Market. 

Owing to the fact that both  tele- 
Graphic and railftoad communications 
were interrupted for several days after 
the storm, preventing traders in the 
New Orleans cotton market from learn- 
ing the extent of the damage done and 
of the course of the storm after pass- 
Ing inland, the real advance in the 
market did not take place until Thurs- 
day and today, when covering by ex- 
cited shorts, both here and in New 
York, put prices on contracts and on 
spots to the highest levels reached, not 
only thus far this season, but the 
highest levels attained for this time 
of the year since 1869, when spot 
cotton sold at 30 cents a pound. In 
the famous Sully year, when cotton 
ultimately sold at the 18 cents level, no 
such prices as now prevail were re- 
corded until along in December, when 
the bulk of the movement was out of 
the way. At the top in this market 
today, December contracts sold as 
high as 13.40. and January as-high as 
13.50. Some profit-taking was indulged 
In at this level. by the cautfous bull 
element, but the enthusiastic ones re- 
mained long, believing that the dam- 
age done by the storm has not yet 
been fully discounted, and that still 
higher levels will be witnessed when 
the complete extent of the damage 
done is known. 

Sentiment in the market has been 
decidedly bullish, on the general crop 
Situation and the good trade demand 
for some time prior to the official pre- 
dietion of atropical storm, a week ago 
today. Operators in this market add- 
ed heavily to their lines on the pros- 
pect of another tropical storm, such 
aS took place in the latter part of Sep- 
tember in 1906, and hence, when shorts 
In New York, cut off from communi 
cation from this market and news 
center, were on the verge of distrac- 
tion, the southern bull element here, 
as well as in New York, where Frank 
B. Hane and W. P. Brown have been 
operating, had the’ satisfaction of 
knowing that they once more had the 
upper hand in the market. For the 
first time this season, therefore, the 
cotton market is controlled by south- 
ern operators, friends of the south, 
who are determined that Dixieland 
shall reap the full benefit of as high 
Prices as the spinner can pay without 
closing his mills. 

New York Stock Reduced. 

News was réceived here that Frank 
B. Hayne, who owned one-half of the 
certified stock in the New York mar- 
Ket, had sold 15,000 bales of his cot- 
ton there to a large Liverpool spot 
house, for export, thus reducing the 
New York stock to a dangerous point. 
The position of October snorts in that 
market is now regarded as extremely 
perilous, and it is common gossip here 
that Frank B. Hayne and W. P. Brown. 
two of the best known southern bulls, 
have been in New York for some time 
past, studying the possibilitfes of 
Squeezing the shorts in the October 
position in that market. Patten, 
successful wheat speculator, 
taken a hand on the bull side, and is 
said to be working in harmony with 
Brown and Haync, for the complete 
undoing of the bears in the New York 
market, led by Theo H. Price and VWil- 
liam Craig, a former southerner. 

With the market under their con- 
trol, the large southern interests, 
which have found nature their best 
ally this year. are not going to risk 
losing their grasp on the situation 
by peamitting too rapid an advance. 
especially this early in the session, 
when the movement looms up large 
cn the speculative horizon. At the 
high levels today the selling seemed 
to come from the strong bull inter- 
ests, who foresee danger ahead in a 
market where a weak long interest is 
allowed to accumulate, which might 
offer European and American bears 
the chance to break the market at a 
time when prices ought to be main- 
tained if the south is to reap the full 
benefit of high prices. 

Before the storm, the fighting point 
of the bulls was 12 cents: 
storm, the suppaerting limit has been 
raised to 13 cents.

@ poor prospective yield and with such

After that date, with half 
of their crop disposed of, the rest could 
be held for still higher prices, and it 
is within the range of probabilities 
that middling spots may ultimately sell 
for 15 cents a pound. Even with a 
crop of only 10,500,000 bales, the net 
financial return on a crop disposed of 
on the basis of 13 cents would be prac- 
tically $700,000,000, without counting 
the extra income from the sale of seed. 
which is now commanding, in this sec- 
‘tion, anywhere from $20 to $22 a ton. 
What an inflow of wealth like this 
would mean to the south is a matter 
for the imagination to dwell upon. 
Dixieland would blossom as a rose 
under the fair sky of prosperity, such 
as it has not known since ante bellum 
days. 
Movement During Week. 

The movement during the past week, 
despite the interruption to traffic by 
the storm, was 374,271 bales. as com- 
pared with 262,459 bales brought into 
sight during the corresponding week 
last year, 255,823 in 1907 and 301,153 
in 1906. Since September 1 the azere- 
Rate movement into sight has been 
933,000 bales, against 855,000 last year, 
618,000 tn 1907 and 713,000 in 1908. 

Keeping step with this heavy move- 
ment of the crop to market has. been 
a correspondingly large taking of cot- 
ton by spinnegs) who have already 
stored away in their warehouses thus 
far this season 628,000 bales, against 
522,000 bales the same period last year 
and 449,000 bales in 1907.

Toil Wide Gone to Her

Jacksonville, Fla., September 25.— 
The Dutch steamship Zeeburg, Captain 
Rossen, bound from Hamburg for 
Jacksonville, went ashore on the: south 
jetty at Mayport, 25 miles from this 
city, this afternoon while attempting 
to enter the river during a heavy gale. 
It is reported that the seas are run- 
ning over the smokestack: of the 
steamer and that she is in a dangerous 
position. Tugs have gone to her as- 
sistance, but reports. say that they 
have thus far been unable to get lines 
to her on account of: the heavy seas. 

The steamship Iroquois, of the Cylde 
Line, was in communication. with the 
Steamer Arapahoe late this afternoon 
regarding the wrecked steamer. The 
Arapahoe sailed from Jacksonville at 
2 o'clock this afternoon and when she 
passed the Zeeburg about 4:30 p. m. 
seas were running over her 
stack. The ship rests on the rocks, 
amidship, with fore and aft anchors 
out, but is pounding madly and is fly- 
ing distress signals for assistance, 

An effort was made to get the reve- 
nue cutter Yamacraw to assist her, but 
the vessel was bound north from 
Charleston. Tugs are standing by, but 
are unable to render assistance on ac- 
count of the mountain-high seas.

erous pocketbooks can stand the strain 
éntailed by patronizing these’ dear 
markets. 

If consignors would only study. the 
rules governing manufacture, and ap- 
ply them in the modified form best 
suited to their individual needs, it 
would not be-unnecessary for many 
exchanges to close during the summer

palace, and were clad in red silk gowns 
and black hats. Behind them came 
the standard bearers, with the em- 
peror’s flags, which were beautifully 
embroidered with gold, and oné body 
of men carried gold poles, to which 
great silk balloons were attached. 

It was at this point that a crowd of 
men high in the government, clad in 
white sheepskins, began to scatfer fun- 
eral money to the four winds of the 
heavens. Each of these had an arm- 
ful of paper disks of the size of a 
Saucer, with a square hole in‘the cen- 
ter. The men threw these disks high 
into the air, so that they fell down 
upon the procession like a snowstorm, 
carpeting the roadway. A Chinese at 
my right told me that they represent- 
ed money, and another added that they 
might delay the evil spirits which 
hoyer over every funeral procession 
working ill will to the corpse. Ac- 
cording to the decree of heaven, every 
such spirit has to crawl through a hole 
in anything which obstructs its way, 
or he can not go on. If the disks 
with the holes in them are many, the 
spirits must crawl through one after 
the other. and the soul of the dead 
thus escapes. This throwing up paper 
continued thrqughout the. march, and 
at its close an army of street sweep- 
ers came and cleaned up the roadway. 

Enter—The Dead Emperor. 

It was just following these paper- 
throwers that the imperial hearse 
came. It was preceded by the highest 
officials of the government, and by the 
favorite horses. of the emperor, and 
also by his throne. The high officials 
carried sticks of burning incense, and 
a sweet smoke rose over the proces- 
sion and@»lled the air with perfume. 

yer forget the scene as 
‘ppeared. As it came into 
sight a siynce that-could be felt fell 
upon the crowd. Not a whisper was 
heard, not a motion was made. All 
bowed their heads, and the dead reign- 
ed supreme. The bier or hearse was 
a gorgeous canopy of the size and 
shape of an old four-posted bedstead. 
It was of yellow silk, covered with 
exquisite embroidery, and it shone like 
gold under the syn. It was carried 
upon long, heavy poles, supported by 
other poles, all tiled together with 
ropes of yellow silk, and that in such 
a way that the weight was distributed 
over the shaulders of eighty men. 

The coffin was almost as big aa the 
hearse. The bearers moved slowly, 
shifting their poles from one shoulder 
to the other at a sgignal from the 
leader. At the same time the officials 
kept waving their incense sticks and 
Kwang Su Was carried to his vault 
amid clouds of perfume. 

The Imperial Tombs. 

The mausolea to be erected at the 
eastern and western tombs will be 
grand beyond description. The plans are 
not accessible to foreigners and it is 
impossible to describe them. The west- 
ern cemetery of this dynasty, where 
the emperor is buried, wag designed to 
be the last resting place of Tung 
Chih, his predecessor, who died Jan- 
uary, 1875. The astrologers and geo- 
mancers, however, decided that Tung 
Chih could not be buried there, but 
that with certain ceremonies he might 
be interred in the eastern cemetery, 
where the dowager is +o lie, and where 
is also buried his father, Hsien Feng, 
the emperor who was the husband of 
the great dowager. Tung Chih died of 
smallpox and his remains were kept 
above ground for almost ten months 
on account of the discussion as to 
where he was to rest. It is said that 
it cost $250,000 to settle that ques- 
tion. ? 

The Manchu Monuments at Mukden. 

For a time some supposed that the 
empress dowager or the emperor might 
be carried to the great cemetery be- 
longing to this dynasty near Mukden. 
It will be remembered that the family 
which now rules China is Manchu, 
and that ite former capital was the 


capital ef Manchuris. Many of a , 


treasures of the imperial clan are now 
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stored away in the palaces at Mukden, 
and it is there that Shun-Chih, the first 
emperor of the present dynasty, was 
buried. That was 265 years ago, and 
his mausoleum still stands. I visited 
it a few months since. It is surround- 
ed by a great park, and it lies inside 
an enclosure of about two acres, which 
has walls of brick thirty-six feet higw. 
There are gorgeous temples scattered 
through it. All are roofed with yellow 
tiles: all stand on stone platforms, and 
all are gorgeous in their carvings. The 
road leading to them is lined with 
great animals in stone, and marble 
warriors, lions, camels and elephants 
guard the path to the emperor's grave. 
The park and the mausoleum require 
1,000 paople to take care of them. The 
park is six miles in circumference 
and is filled with pine trees. 

During my stay there I asked in 
which temple the body of the emperor 
lay. I was told that he was not in 
the temples at all, but that he was 
buried in a 
inclosure and that no one knew just 
where his bones rested. The empress 
dowager and the emperor will proba- 
bly be buried in @ similar manner. 
This mound of Shun-Chih is about 100 
feet high and it has a base of several 
acres. It is barren with the exception 
of a few bushes on the sides and a 
knotty little pine tree on top. This man 
Shun-Chih ig said to have eacrificed 
thirty people at the funeral of his fa- 


vorite wife. 
The Tombs of the Mings. 


There is no doubt but that this 
dynasty will do all it can to surpess 
the tombs of the Mings, the gaynasty 
which preceded it. These lie in two 
great cemeteries, one at Nanking on 
the Yangtse Kiang, and the other far 
otu in the country between here - 
the great wall. I have visited both, 
and they are among the wonders of

‘eral miles long. On each side of 
the poniek upon pedestals, stand gi- 
gantic figures of tigers, lons, uni- 
corns, horses, camels and elephants, 
each cut from one solid block o white 
marble. The elephants are jumbos, 
beautifully cut, and the lions and cam- 
els are not at all bad, considering 
that their sculptors were Tartars. 


: There are thirteen emperors buried in 


hat cemetery, and the largest temple 
is “that of the great Lung Yoh. This 
has a hall 200 feet long, and it cov- 
ers more than an acre. It is surround- 
ed by a balustrade of carved marble, 
and in it are immense stone turtles, 
each as big as @ hogshead, out of 
whose backs rise pink marble siabs 
inscribed with the virtues of the great 
emperor. The turtie is one of the 
Chinese emblems of longevity. 

The Tombs ef Nanking. 

It is near Nanking that the founder 
of the Ming dynast{ is buried, and the 
tombs there are somewhat similar to 
these tombs of North China. They lle 
under t shadow of the purple moun- 
tains, and are reached by an avenue & 
mile long, which is lined with gigantic 
elephants, camels, lions and tigers in 
marble. There are also many stone 
warriors, each twelve feet in height. 
At the end of this avenue is a great 
tower with four arched gateways, and 
this tower covers a circle of . black 
This is so large that it would 
fill an ordinary city: parlor, and it is 
made from one single block of stone, 
The animals themselves each w 
many tons,-and some of them are 
beautifully carved. One of the stone 
horses has been thrown over 
the Mons and came are 
broken, but the most of them are as 
perfect today as when they were oritg- 
made; about 600 years ago. 

I ate my lunch sitting on the turtle 
in the great tomb, and, as I did so, ft 
could look through one of the - 
ways upon the grave monuds of a“ 
Nanking of today. colud hear
